BOSTON, 
Sept. 
G.—"Labor Day," 


which is to be u pciuiaiient institution 
in Boston, was inaugurated by the work- 
inginen of this city and suburbs to-day 
in an imposing manner. 
Tha feature 


of the morning was a procession in five 
divisions, in which it is «.limatcd that 
15,000 per»ons participated. The pro- 
cession in which were raprestafced all 
the laboring inlerests of the city, was 
reviewed by the Mayor on School street 
and was witnessed by thousands of peo- 
ple who crowded the sidewalks. 


IS NKW TOBK, 


KEwYouK, Sept. C.-Tho Central La- 


bor Union parade to-day is expected to 
be the largest ever h<-ld under the au- 
apices of that body. It will be divided 
into ten sections, and fully 20,000 peo- 
ple are expected to participate. Tho 
prooeaBion will be re-viewed by Terrenes 
V. Powderly, Grand Master Workman 
of'the Knights of Labor, Henry George, 
Louis F. Post and others. Preparations 
have been complete! for the parade of 
labor organization* m Brooklyn to-day, 
The procession, including all classes of 
trade unions, will btart at 10 A. M. It 
is expected that fully 15,000 persons 
will be in the ranks. 


AT CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Sept. G.— The annual street 


parade in this city to-day was the most 
noteworthy ever had by the labor or- 
ganizations of Chicago. The day was 
warm, but perfect in all other respects 
for the street display. The column be- 
gan moving at 10:30, and, marching 
steadily, was nearly three hours in its 
passage-. Tho column was divided into 
nice divimons, uud close computation 
puts the number of marchers in line at 
between thirty aud thirty-five thousand. 
The feature in the parnd* was in the 
remarkable uniformity shown by each 
division of the marchers, the latter oil 
being equipped with canes and gener- 
ally wearing slouch bals of gray or dark 
colors. All the trades marched by col- 
umns of four*, woll clobBd up umd gen- 
erally moving with great pruckion und 
regularity. Cue column of fire hun- 
dred employe* of the Bank Hale Manu- 
factory WOIH white tiles. The column 
of jomni'.moti tailors, numbnring one 
thousand," wore white Derby's, and pre- 
sented probably the finest appearance 
of any distinct body of marcher*.

American flag was carried by each di- 
vision. One o* the trucks in the line 
carried the figure of a 20-foot 
8iant 


stamping out cheap labor, idealized by 
the figure of t, Chinaman. The proces- 
sion wan an almost endle-* display of 
manufactured 
goods.

AT BALTIMOBE. 


BAMIMOBK, Sept. 6.—The demonstra- 


tion of the Knights of Labor to-day was 
the largest of the industrial classes ever 
•witnessed in Baltimore. In many parts 
of the city the bouses were decorated. 
Gatherings took place in East Balti- 
more.

Ilia 
henchmen are getting very weary of bis 
long delay iu announcing his intentions, 
not that his presence or ability is par- 
ticularly inspiring, hot the "sinews of 
war" are indispensable in politics as in 
military contests, and hence the anxiety 
of Mr. Fair's assistance in the Demo- 
cratic camp.

an account of his stewardship, explains 
and defends his votes on the prinoipa 
measures before the country, andsolicits 
the continuance of their confidence and 
support. We may add in this connec- 
tion that it is usual for a member of 
Congress to live in the State that honors 
him by an election to th»t body.

Fair will probably never reside iu this 
State us a bona nds resident of the same 
an hour again m his life. He goes to 
Congress a month or two after its open- 
ing and leaves it month or two before Us 
adjournment, and leaves it without pair- 
in" off with any one on the silver ques- 
tion, impending at the time of his de- 
parture, the consideration of which was 
of suoh vast importance to his constitu- 
ents. This inexcusable neglect shows 
how little he thinks of the people he 
represents, or rather misrepresents in 
Congress. 
He was guilty of similar 


neglect on the question of the reduction 
of the surplus in the Treasury, a meas- 
ure in which every man from the Pacif- 
ic Coast favoiing the continuance of sil- 
ver coinage should have taken part. 


The friends of Mr. Fair make the ab- 


surd claim in his behalf that it was due 
to his influence that an appropriation 
was made for the Carson Mfnt. When 
the appropriation for that purpose was 
made Mr. Fair was in San Francisco, 
having abandoned his duties at Wash- 
ington a long time before, to attend his 
private interests on the Pacific Coast. 
The idea that a man can exercise any 
influence on the items of an appropria- 
tion bill when 2,000 mileo away from 
Congress is too ridiculous for serious 
refutation. 
If this were so, our Demo- 


cratic Senator's statesmanship would be 
much like the shooting of the famous 
Carson team—indifferent at 200 ytirds 
but at 500 yards pra-emiuently excellent. 
He would be a stut»sman at long range, 
and it wnnUl be better for his constitu- 
ents that ho remain for the future in San 
Frouoiaoo. Iu fuct, if hu had such a 
faculty for doing things at a distance, 
there would be no need of his coming to 
Nevada at ,-11 .lining the ensuing cam- 
paign to ilmtrihnte umong his hungry 
tuul thirsty Divnomitio friends the con- 
tents of hi* w«ll-alled B»rk, but he 
"might take his ei»se at his own inn" at 
the Bay, and from thance manage his 


Wo are inclined to think that Mr. 


Fair using the good judgment of whiuh 
h« is undoubtedly endowed, will recog- 
nize the fact that the conditions are very 
different in this State from what they 
were six years ago, it requires but a lim- 
ited scope of political vmiou to see that 
his chances for success have greatly di- 
minished during that period. Apart 
from the (act th»t his Senatorial career 
has been an utter and total failure, a 
dismal blank, there are other considera- 
tions that will tend to mnke him pause. 
There have been certain events in th« 
life of Mr. Fair on the Comstock that 
were lightly passed over in his first can- 
didacy, but which will receive the full 
clear light of extensive publicity should 
he ask of the rotors of Nevada a seo- 
ond term in the Senate. 


Let him fight the great railroad mag- 


nates of California if he wishes, but the 
people of Nevada want for a Senator one 
who will attend to their interests aud 
who has ability enough to make his in 
flnenos felt in that iiugu-U body.
